The Elba City Council voted Monday 
evening to appropriate $250,000 to the 
Elba City Schools for renovation of the 
high school complex. The vote on the 
matter came minutes after Superinten- 
dent John Osburn completed a detailed 
report on planned renovations and 
asked the city for the money. Present 
with Osburn were members of the 
school board 

The formal request and official vote 
came after many months of discussion 
and thought by both the board members 
and city officials. An original stumbling 
block to the project was the 25-year 
obligation to repay the hospital loan. 
With the leasing of the hospital, this 
problem was eliminated and the city 
fathers felt they could borrow the 
money to match the $253,743 already on 
hand for the project.

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A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee 
County; authorizing and 
providing for the establish- 
ment, operation and financ- 
ing of a public defender 
office for the representation 
and defense of persons 
accused of crime who are 
declared indigent by the 
courts; establishing a public 
defender commission to 
operate said office; defining 
the powers, duties of and 
limitations upou said 
commission and the public

thereof; providing for con- 
tinued opportunity for other 
lawyers to be appointed to 
represent such indigent 
persons accused of crime; to 
provide for the pro rata 
return of any excess money 
in the public defender fund 
to the counties and municipal 
bodies from which received. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE ' OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. There is hereby 
established a public defender 
commission of Coffee County 
consisting of seven (7) 
members, each of whom 
shall be selected as set out 
below and shall serve for a 
term of one (1) year: 

(a) During the term of 
their respective offices, the 
three (3) duly elected officers 
of the county bar association, 
selected at large by the 
association. 

(b) During the term of 
his office as such, the pre- 
siding judge of the 12th 
judicial circuit. 

(c) Three (3) members 
of the county bar association, 
selected for a term of one (1) 
year, to be selected at the 
time of and in the manner of 
selecting officers of the 
county bar association. Pro- 
vided, however, present 
members of the commission 
previously selected under 
this subsection shall serve 
the remainder of their 
present term of office. 

(d) In the event any 
vacancy in the public 
defender commission shall 
occur, the members of the 
said public defender com- 
mission: shall, by a simple 
majority vote, select a 
replacement. 

(e) Members of the 
public defender commission 
shall serye without com- 
pensation as such but all 
reasonable expenses _ in- 
curred by the commission in 
the performance of its duties 
shall be paid or reimbursed 
on warrants drawn on the 
general {ud of the county, 
or on a_ county public 
defender fund as provided in 
Section 3 of this act. 

(f) The chairman and 
the secretary, respectively, 
of the public defender 
commission of Coffee 
County, shall be the duly 
elected president and the 
secretary of the county bar 
association, The commission 
shall have the power and 
authority to select the public 
defender; and within the 
limits of this act: 

(i) To fix his com- 
pensation; 

(ii) To establish an 
annual budget for expend- 
itures of the public 
defender's office; and 

(iii) to make and 
establish rules and regula- 
tions for the conduct and 
operation of the commission 
and of the public defender 
office 


Section 2. 

(a) The commission by 
vote of a simple majority of 
its members shall select the 
public defender on the first 
Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November to 
serve a term of four years. 
The commission shall make a 
similar selection every four 
years. Provided, however, 
the present public defender 
shall serve remainder of 
his present term of office. 

(b) The public 
defender shall upon entering 
his duties take the oath of 
office as set forth in Section 
279 of the Constitution of 


of criminal offenses where 
representation is required by 
law after a finding of 
indigency by the court. 
After such ffinding of 
indigency, in the event of 
appointment by the court, 
the public defender shall 
thereafter provide repre- 
sentation for such defend- 
ants in all matters pertaining 
to charges against defend- 
ants, including post con- 
viction proceedings. The 
public defender may be 
appointed by any state, 
county, or district judge of 
any court in Coffee County 
where appaintment of legal 
counsel shall be required by 
law. 

(c) The public defend- 
er may resign or be removed 
from office by a vote of five 
(S) members of the com- 
mission on sixty (60) days 
written notice. Cause for 
such removal from office 
shall be willful neglect of 
duty, corruption in office, 
incompetency or intemp- 
erance in the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors or narcotics to 
such extent in view of the 
dignity of the office and 
importance of its duties as 
unfits the public defender for 
the discharge of said duties 
or any offense involving 
moral turpitude while in 
office, or committed under 
color thereof or connected 
therewith. The decision of 
the commission to remove 
the public defender shall be 
final and there shall be no 
tight of appeal therefrom. 
Any vacancies in the office of 
the public defender shall be 
filled by the public defender 
commission. 

Section 3. 

(a) There is hereby 
established in Coffee County 
a public defender fund. Upon 
the effective date of this act, 
the governing body of each 
such county shall appropriate 
to the public defender fund 
from the general funds of the 
county, such sums as are 
necessary for the payment of 
salaries and operating 
expenses of the _ public 
defender office as provided 
herein. A_ similar appro- 
priation shall be made each 
year to supplement other 
sums paid into the public 
defender fund, and such 
appropriation shall be in 
accordance with the budget- 
ing procedures as provided 
in this act. Any _ public 
defender fund now in 
existence shall be considered 
as part of the fund. 


(b) If any funds from - 


any source be made available 
or offered to the public 
defender or his assistants for 
the defense of any person for 
whom he has been appointed 
counsel, the same _ shall 
promptly be reported to the 
court in which the case is 
pending: The _ public 
defender shall request the 
court to make further 
detefmination as to the effect 
of such funds on _ the 
determination of indigency of 
the said defendant. In the 
event that the court shall find 
(a) that the defendant is not 
an indigent, Section 5 below 
shall apply or (b) that the 
defendant continues to be an 
indigent but that funds 


available should be accepted, » 


such funds shall be paid 
directly to the county for 
deposit in the public 
defender fund. 

(c) All funds received 
by or payable to the public 
defender or any assistant 
public defender pursuant to 
any other act or law now 
existing or hereafter enacted 
shall be paid to the Coffee 
County public defender fund. 
Such funds shall include any 
funds from the state of 
Alabama, pursuant to 
Sections 15-12-40 through 
15-12-45, Code of Alabama 

97S, as well as any other 
aws,or parts of laws. 

(d) In the event that 
any funds are received by the 
public defender, his assist- 
ants or any other personnel 
in the public defender office 
by bequests, contributions or 
donations, all such funds 
shall be paid to said county 
public defender fund. 

(e) Except as herein- 
above provided, neither the 
public defender, nor any 
person employed by him in 
any capacity, including his 
assistants, shall accept any 
money, funds, ake or 
anything of value from any 
person whomsoever for any 
services rendered or to be 
rendered, pursuant to such 
employment in and by the 
public defender office. 

Section 4. The provisions 
of this act shall not be 
construed as preventing the 
appointment of any licensed 
attorney who requests such 
appointment in indigent 
cases, and a roster of such 
attorneys shall be kept by the 
circuit court clerk which shall

be available for use by the 
judges of such court. Each 
attorney appointed in such 
cases shall be entitled to 
receive for his services the 
fee provided in Sections 
15-12-20 through 15-12-23 
and 15-12-40 through

other act or law now existing, 
or hereafter enacted. 

Section 5. In the event, 
that after the public defender 
has been appointed to 
represent a person accused 
of crime, it is determined by 
the court in which the case is 
then pending that the 
defendant is not then an 
indigent, or in the event the 
defendant employs another 
attorney to defend him, the 
court shall revoke the 
appointment of the public 
defender. ; 

(a) After being 
appointed to represent a 
person found to be indigent, 
the public defender is hereby 
authorized and directed to 
continue his investigation of 
indigency of said defendant 
and his access to other funds 
and shall render a written 
report to the court after such 
appointment if any sub- 
stantial appreciation in 
defendant’s financial status 
occurs or upon completion of 
all facets of the case to which 
the public defender has been 
appointed. 

(b) Neither the public 
defender, nor any person in 
the employ of the public 
defender offices, including 
his assistants, shall suggest 
or recommend an attorney- 
at-law, by name or other- 
wise, to any person for any 
purpose at any time. 

Section 6. The public 
defender for said county 
shall be paid at an annual 
rate as set by the 
administrative director of 
courts. Said compensation 
shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments from 
the public defender fund of 
the county as provided by 
section 15-12-43, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

Section 7. Within the 
limits of this act and subject 
to the approval of the pubtic 
defender commission the 
public defender may appoint 
personnel as stated below 
and fix their compensation. 
Each shall serve at the, 
pleasure of the public 
defender and be com- 


pensated as follows: 


(a) Assistant public 
defenders shall serve full 
time and shall be paid at an 
annual rate set by the 
commission, payable in 
equal monthly installments 
by the county, from the 
public defender fund. Pro- 
vided, however, that no 
person shall be appointed to 
the position of an assistant 
public defender, until the 
need for the same shall be 
determined by the commis- 
sion and authorized by the 
commission. 

(b) Such secretarial, 
stenographic and clerical 
assistants as deemed 
necessary, each to be 
compensated at a rate set by 
the public defender; pro- 
vided this shall not cause a 
reduction in compensation 
received by such individuals, 
and shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments by the 
county from the public 
defender fund. 

(c) One or more inves- 
tigators, administrative 
assistants, para-legals, and 
other legal assistants to 
serve full time and each to be 
paid at an annual rate set by 
the public defender; payable 
in equal monthly install- 
ments by the county from the 
public defender fund, Pro- 
vided, however, that no 
person shall be appointed to 
the positions of investigator, 
administrative assistant, 
para-legal or legal assistant 
until the need for the same 
shall be determined by the 
commission and authorized 
by the commission. 

(d) The provisions of 
any existing merit system or 
civil service law shall not be 
applicable to such personnel, 
so appointed, and the 
provisions of any law, in 
conflict with any of the 
provisions of this section are 
repealed. 

Section 8. The expenses 
of operating the office of the 
public defender, including 
Space rental, furniture 
purchase or rental, equip- 
ment, supplies, typewriters, 
telephone, library, and other 
items that are reasonably 
necessary for the operation 
and maintenance of such an 
office are hereby authorized 
and as may be budgeted and 
approved by the public 
defender gommission. 

Section 9. In extra- 
ordinary cases, as deter- 
mined by the public defender 
commission, funds for expert 


witnesses, legal exhibits, 
photographs, drawings and 
documents connection 
with preparation and trial of 
criminal cases in which the 
public defender has been 
appointed may be authorized 
by the commission. When 
any such funds for said 
purposes when deemed 
necessary are authorized, the 
same may be expended by 
the public defender, pro- 
vided that he shall submit a 
written report and account- 
ing of such expenditures, 
supported by appropriate 
vouchers, not less frequently 
than semi-annually to the 
said commission. The public 
defender shall draw warrants 
on the county’s public 
defender fund for any 
expenditures provided in this 
act. 

Section 10. In order to 
provide a special fund for the 
purposes set forth in this act, 
there shall be taxed as costs 
the sum of five dollars 
($5.00) in each case or action 
in the circuit court of Coffee 
County, Alabama, including 
but not being limited to all 
quasi-civil actions at law, 
suits in equity, criminal 
cases, quasi-criminal cases, 
proceedings on a forfeited 
bail bond or proceedings on a 
forfeited bond hereafter 
given in connection with an 
appeal from a judgment or 
conviction of any county or 
district court to the circuit 
court hereafter filed in, 
arising in, or brought by 
appeal, certiorari or other- 
wise to the circuit court of 
Coffee County, which costs 
shall be collected as other 
costs in such cases are 
collected by the respective 
clerks of said court thereof, 
as the case may be, and 
when collected shall be paid 
to said public defender fund. 

Section 11. There Shall 
also be taxed as costs the 
sum of one dollar ($1.00) in 
each civil case or criminal 
case hereafter filed in the 
district court, which costs 
shall be collected as other 
costs in such cases are 
collected and when collected 
by the clerk of said court 
shall be paid to the public 
defender fund. 

Section 12. There shall 
also be taxed as costs the 
sum of one dollar ($1.00) in 
each case hereafter filed in 
the juvenile and domestic 
‘relations court of Coffee 
County, which costs shall be 
collected .as other costs in 
such cases are collected and 
when collected by the clerk of 
said court shall be paid to the 
county public defender fund. 

Section 13. There shall 
also be taxed as costs the 
sum of one dollar ($1.90) in 
each criminal case and 
quasi-criminal case hereafter 
filed in all municipal courts 
in Coffee County, with the 
exception of cases involving 
parking violations, which 
costs shall be collected as 
other costs in such cases are 
collected and when collected 
by the clerk of said court 
shall be paid to the county 
public defender fund. 

Section 14. All sums 
herein provided to be paid to 
the county public defender 
fund shall be kept by the 
public defender commission 
in a separate account, and 
shall be expended for the 
purposes set forth in this act. 
The public defender shall 
draw warrants on the county 
public defender fund for 
expenditures by indicating 
on the warrants the purpose 
for which the warrants are 
drawn. Said fund shall be 
used to pay for proper and 
necessary operation of said 
public defender's office as 
approved by said public 
defender commission within 
the limits of this act. 

Section 15. At the end of 
each four (4) years the public 
defender commission shall 
ascertain the total of the 
funds on hand in the public 
defender fund as maintained 
by the county and if in the 
sound discretion of the public 
defender commission said 
funds constitute a surplus 
over and above the amount 
necessary for present and 
future operations of the 
public defender office, the 
commission shall determine 
what amount is surplusage 
and may cause the public 
defender to refund to all or 
any of the contributing 
sources of the public 
defender fund such amounts 
to all or any of said con- 
tributing sources which in 
the sound discretion of the 
commission it deems fair and 
equitable. 

Section 16. The pro- 
visions of this act are 
severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect 
the nt which remains.

visions of this act shall be 
construed in pari materia 
with any and all other laws 
relating to public defenders 
and representation by 
counsel for  indigents;

Unemployment 


On Decline 
In Alabama 


Unemployment has 
declined in Alabama for the 
third consecutive month, The 
April rate of 13.5 percent is 
the lowest for the state since 
April of last year, when 
unemployment was 
estimated at 13.1 percent, 
according to William R. 
Heatherly, director of the 
Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. 

He said the sharp drop, 
from 15.1 percent in March, 
is primarily due to seasonal 
factors. Employment gains 
were reported in agriculture, 
trade, and construction. 

However, modest 

improvement in manufactur- 
ing jobs, he pointed out, is an 
indication that Alabama's 
economy is on the upswing. 
In the durable goods sector, 
both primary metals and 
machinery showed growth. 
Improvement was also noted 
in the manufacture of textile 
products. 
“The falling unemploy- 
ment rate is _ certainly 
encouraging,” Heatherly 
commented, “but we 
recognized that much of the 
improvement can be 
attributed to _ seasonal 
influences. We expect real 
economic growth to progress 
at a much slower pace.”’

EXCELLENT MATERIAL 

Never have we had so 
many calls for information on 
controlling weeds in lawns. 
In years of heavy rainfall, 
weed seed germinate by the 
millions and will take over a 
lawn. This year we have 
more weedy lawns than any 
year I can remeinber. 

However, homeowners 
are fortunate in that there is 
a material available which 
will give excellent control of 
weeds in lawns. We 
recommend 33 Plus because 
it kills a large number of 
tough lawn weeds.

Several beautiful pecan 
trees were blown over in the 
county last week. Many of 
these trees were in New 
Brockton. 


I talked to Dr. Harry 


Ammiling, of the Auburn 
University Horticulture 
Department, about saving 
these trees. He had this to 


say: ‘‘Trees that are leaning 


al soe 


at a 45 degree angle or so, if 
pulled upright will only live 
about five years. Because of 
the injury to the root system, 
root rot takes over and 
destorys the good _ root 
system. Just about the time 
the trees are ready to bear 
again, they die. So I would 
not recommend trying to up- 
right them. Of course, trees 
which are blown down need 
to be trimmed up and carried 
away.”’ 

On limbs which have 
been broken and twisted, 
simply saw off the limbs at a 
point below the injury in the 
good wood, and they will 
grow and do well. 

Ammiing concluded, 
**With two severe hurricanes 
on the Gulf Coast the last few 
years, we have learned what 
will and what won’t work in 
trying to re-set pecan trees.”’

SAVING ONIONS 

A farmer on the Bellwood 
Road call about how to store 
Vidalia onions. Dan Presley 
told him that he could wash 
and clean some of the onions 
and refrigerate them and 
would likely be able to keep 
them for several weeks. 

Other people have told 
me to take the onions from 
the ground, shake them 
good, place them unwashed 
in a stocking. Tie a strong 
cord around the stocking and 
then place another onion and 
tie with a cord in order to 
separate the onions and 
continue. You may be able to 
get 10 to 20 onions or more 
per stocking depending on 
the size of the onions. 

Hang the _ stockinged 
onions in the darkest, driest 
place available. This same 
method should also work for 
regular type onions. 


Horticulture Tips

TOMATOES 

I have heard of some late 
blight showing up on 
tomatoes already this year. 
Late blight shows up very 
suddenly. A limb or the 
entire plant may wilt over- 
night. 
‘ This disease is most 
severe during cool, humid 
weather. It spreads rapidly 
from a diseased plant to a 
healthy plant. To control, 
remove and destroy all 
infected plants and spray all 


other plants every four days 


with one of the 
recommended fungicides 
such as Zineb, Maneb or 
Bravo. Late blight also 
attacks Irish potatoes. 


LAWN GRASSES 


One of my most popular 


questions at this time of the 
year is ‘‘What kind of grass 
should I plant in my lawn?”’ 
The answer to this question 
depends on how much care 
you want to give your lawn. 
The Bermuda grasses 
and Zoysia grasses need 
more care than Centipede. 
The more fertilizer, the more 
watering, and the more 


mowing you do to your 
Bermuda grasses and Zoysia 
grasses, the prettier they will 
be. On the other hand, 
Centipede requires very little 
fertility and had really rather 


be left alone than cared for. 


St. Augustine is probably 
tolerant 
grass, but chinch bugs will 
destroy it if not controlled. So 
the type of grass you plant 
depends on how much time 
and effort you want to put 


our best shade 


into a lawn.

IMITATION FOOD 

Do you know that existing 
government policy says that 
an imitation food is a product 
that substitutes for and 
resembles a traditional food, 
but is nutritionally inferior to 
that food? And, too, there 
are no ‘‘legal standards’’ of 
identity for imitation food. 
This means that manufac- 
turers of imitation foods are 
free to change ingredients 
whenever they want to. So 
we cannot always count on 
imitations to be consistent. 

Moreover, foods may be 


labeled ‘natural’, 
“organic’’,. or  ‘‘health 
foods’’, but the federai 
government has no legal 


definition for these terms. 
Therefore, manufacturers 
may use these words to 
describe almost any product 
and consequently charge a 
higher price. I just wanted 
you to be aware of the pit- 
falls of ‘‘imitation foods’’. 


APPLIANCE WARRANTY 
Occasionally you might 
have an expensive piece of 
equipment fail within the 
warranty period. If you can’t 
get satisfactory service for it, 
what can you do? You can 
contact the Major Appliance 
Consumber Action Panel 


(MACAP), a panel of seven 
consumer experts who repre- 
sent you in their dealings 
with the major appliance in- 
dustry. MACAP will review 
your problems, then make 
recommendations to you and 


the manufacturer for a solu- 
tion. 

But remember, the time 
to worry about what a 
warranty covers is before you 
buy an appliance. Ask these 
five basic questions: 

Does the warranty cover 
the entire appliance? 

Who is responsible for re- 
pairing the product -- the 
dealer, service company, or 
manufacturer? 

Who pays for repairs, 


parts, labor or shipping 
charges? 
How long does the 


warranty last on the entire 
product and on individual 
parts such as the motor? 

If the product is broken 
down or has to be removed 
for repair, will a substitute 
be: provided, for how long, 
and by whom?

**My office has received 
complaints from a number of 
citizens who say 
International Gold Bullion 
Exchange has failed to 
deliver goods as promised 
and has not made refunds of 


the purchase price for 
nondelivered goods,”’ 
Graddick said. 

International Gold 


Bullion operates offices in 
Florida, Texas and Califor- 
nia. It offered the sale of 
precious metals, primarily 
gold Kreggerands, for in- 
vestment with a guaranteed 
payment of one percent over 
current prime rate for every 
day after the promised 
delivery date that the metals 
were not received. 
Consumers report receiving 
neither metals nor the 
promised payment 
nondelivery, Graddick said. 
Securities Commission 
issued a ‘‘cease and desist’’ 
order making the sale of 
good by International Gold 
Bullion Exchange, Inc., after 
April 19 illegal. The order 
was based on the Exchange's 
failure to register with the 
Commission as a securities 
brokerage.

The Elba Recreation Board met on 
Wednesday night, May 25, at City Hall 
and voted to apply for a grant applica- 
tion for funding to construct four (4) 


new tennis courts at the Hawkins- 


Williams Recreation Park and replace 
the lighting system at Legion Field.

Hospital Authority Approves Pact 


A special called meeting of the Elba 
Hospital Authority was held last Friday 
at noon, The meeting was for the 
purpose of approving a change order on 
the remodeling of the facility and to 
discuss and approve terms of the 
management contract with National 
Healthcare. The management agree- 
ment will be in force until the official 
signing of the previously announced 
lease agreement. 

The change order dealt with install- 
ing a new fire alarm system in the 
nursing home, replacing the nurse call 
system at the hospital and the nursing 
home; installation of parking lot 
bumpers, roof repairs on the older part 
of the building, and installation of a new 
compressed air system. This will cost 
an estimated $44,893 and is part of the 
almost completed $1.9 million renova- 
tion and expansion program. After this 
expenditure and some other fees, there 
will be $16,000 left in construction 
funds. This money will remain in a 
special equipment account to cover 
previous expenses. 

Details of the management contract 
and lease agreement were discussed 
with attorneys from both the hospital 
board and National Healthcare. Even 
though the lease agreement is expected 
to be signed on or about September 1, 
final settlement is not expected for at 
least nine months, 

The Authority approved three 
resolutions. One deals with giving the 
chairman and secretary authority to 
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enter into a consulting agreement with 
National Healthcare; the second was 
executing paperwork acknowledging 
management agreement with the city 
terminated and would be entered into 
with National Healthcare; thirdly, 
approved changing the name and 
reorganization of the present hospital 
authority. 

Following this meeting and a special 
city council meeting, the Authority met 
Wednesday morning and gave approval 
and signed the paperwork on the above. 

Following this detailed work, Steve 
Phelps, president of National Health- 
care, told authority members that his 
firm is presently in an evaluation period 
with the local hospital. He also noted 
that they had met with the administra- 
tor, nursing director and chief of staff in 
a two-day seminar held recently in 
Dothan with key personnel from all their 
hospitals. ‘*There is much promise here 
and more than expected,"’ said Phelps, 
“and we are excited.”’

Bill Waldon, Ronnie Jinright and 
Jackie Farmer were present at the 
meeting and expressed concern about 
the future recreational value of the Pea 
River, including fishing, boating and 
camping. The three visitors suggested 
building a new boat ramp and the 


possibility of restocking the river, and 
questioned the amount of funds now 
available to build a boat ramp. 

The board agreed another boat ramp 
would be useful on the river, but stated 
such a ramp should be built below the 
dam, which would result in no funds 
being available. There is presently 
$5,000 available to build a ramp; 
however, the location of such a ramp is 
tied in with the funding. 

On the subject of restocking, the 
visitors were told the river would be 
restocked with hybrid bass, but were 
also informed of a recent Conservation 
Dept. report which stated the river had 
a low fertility rate.

The Coffee County Commission met 
in special session on Friday, May 27, in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase five 
used dump trucks for use in re- 
surfacing county roads. 

The county engineer had stated at 
an earlier meeting that the county 
highway dept. didn’t have enough 
trucks to service all areas of the county, 
and said that by purchasing additional 
trucks, he could allow other vehicles to 
return to their work areas. 

The trucks were purchased at a total 
cost of $48,000, with one truck being 
purchased from Jerry Kirkland, of Opp, 
and four bought from Warrior, of 
Northport. 

In other action at the brief meeting, 


Comm. Rex Boutwell reported on a 
computer being considered for purchase 
by the county and the Coffee County 
School Board. According to Boutwell, 
the computer would cost $111,484.40 
and require approximately $23,000 in 
software. The computer would be used 
by the commission office for payroll and 
bookkeeping; in the probate office for 
various licenses and in the office of the 
reyenue commission in tax related 


matters. 
The county school system would also 
use the computer, under _ the

Bill Wayland, a National Healthcare 
vice-president and attorney for the firm, 
presented the paperwork for re- 
organizing the Hospital Authority to 
allow them to transfer excess funds to 
the city’s general fund. This reorgani- 
zation also reappointed all existing 
board members to new, staggered 
terms, exactly as they were in the last 
re-shuffle. 

Terms of office effective June 1, 
1983, are: Clayton Hickman and Virgil 
Coleman - two years; Carolyn Brunson 
and Pete Dorsey - four years; Drexel 
Cook - six years. 

The newly re-organized board will in 
the future be known as The Healthcare 
Authority of Elba. 


National is presently operating the 
hospital under a management agree- 
ment and will continue this posture until 
all agreements from state health 
agencies and Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration have been officially approved 
and signed. Wayland said he expects 
this to be completed by September. 
During this period of operating under 
the management agreement, National is 
receiving $1000 a month for their 
services.

Board Of Education 
Hears Progress Report 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education met in regular session on 
Friday morning, May 27, in Elba and 
was informed by Supt. John W. 
Vaughan that the property survey for 
the new Kinston Elementary School had 
been completed and bids on construc- 
tion of the school would be let in June. 

The new school, which will house 14 
classrooms, will be built in front 
of the current lunchroom and will 
necessitate the closing of a portion of a 
road that goes in front of the high 
school, 

At Friday's meeting, Supt. Vaughan 
told the board a contract on the project 
would be awarded in mid-July, and 
estimated the new school would take 
one-year to construct. The school is 
planned to be open for the beginning of 
the 1984-85 school year. 

Friday’s meeting began at 8:00 a.m. 
with all members present except 
chairman Frank Britt. At the early 
morning meeting were Supt. Vaughan, 
board members Tom Dyess, Harrell 
Carroll, Bill Boland and Preston Kelley 


and a representative of The Elba 
Clipper. 
After the routine approval of 


minutes, the board yoted to employ 
Tom Moates as an assistant coach at 
Zion Chapel High School. Moates, a 
former assistant at Coffee Springs, has 
14-years experience in coaching and will 


serve with new Zion Chapel coach John 
Frank Hudson. Moates, an applicant 
for the head coaching job, will also 
teach science and physical education at 
the school. 

Bids on propane gas, coal and milk 
to be used in the five county schools 
were to be opened at the meeting; 
however, the shortness of the meeting 


. resulted in the bids being opened after 


its adjournment. The bids will be 
discussed and contracts awarded at the 
regular meeting in June. 

Excessive absenteeism, a problem 
area in all school systems, was 
discussed briefly, and the board 
decided it would meet with the students 
involved (and their parents) at meetings 
during the summer. Solutions to the 
absenteeism and a possible loss of 
credits will be discussed at the 
summer meetings. 


In other action at Friday’s meeting, 
the board: 


***was told by Supt. Vaughan that the 
1982-83 school year had passed quietly, 
with no incidents or accidents; 

***was informed new school bus chasis 
and bodies had been ordered; 

***and, agreed additional classroom 
furniture was needed at New Hope 
Junior High School and the Zion Chapel 
School.
